Marketing of English wheat continues 
under pressure and even at the recently 
reduced values, the tone continues hardly 
steady. Apart from the opening of the season 
the amount of wheat now showing is the 
heaviest yet and with millers well stocked 
the offtake remains disappointing. 

For soft varieties prices now range from 
19s 6d to 20s while the few hard lots might 
make a premium of 6d per cwt on this, 
Feeding sorts, when wanted, are said to be 
valued on a par with soft milling, where 
the sample is dry and reasonably sound. 
French offers are aguin priced lower. 

It now appears that the trade for English 
malting barley is at an end. Even where a 
small outstanding gap has to be filled the 
requisite parcel cannot be found. In fact, 
as the time goes on the quality gets worse 
and worse. 

Under these circumstances prices now fall 
in a range of 21s 9d up to 28s delivered

Selling Groups And 
Contracts For Grain 


F there is one commodity which is unlikely 
to get Government support, or even the 
support of farmers, for a marketing board, 
it is cereals. This was the view of Mr. R. 
Farquharson (Dorset), chairman of the 
N.F.U. Cereals Committee, when he spoke at 
a Devizes conference. 

“T have seen evidence, in recent weeks, 
of the extremely unfavourable attitude by the 
Government to any interference with our 
free import policy,” he added. 

“ There is a saying, ‘Any port in a‘storm’ 
—selling groups for cereals could do some 
good.” 

The rush to obtain offers at harvest time 
frequently amounted to near panic selling, 
said Mr. Farquharson. But he admitted 
that the early seller did frequently obtain the 
greater net profit. 

‘As a first step, I believe that it is essen- 
tial to market our grain by contract.” This 
should be welcomed by the trade if their 
expressed desire for more orderly marketing 
was sincere. 

Mr. Farquharson reported that this 
question was being put before the Govern- 
ment again, the main principle being to en- 
sure that late-season sellers were at least not 
worse off than those who sold at harvest. 

Mr. C. Peake, Hampshire, thought that a 
start by groups and contracts may be a good 
idea, but in the end there would have to be 
overall control—in a marketing board.

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Be Wary When Buying 


Profits are Becoming Harder to Earn in 


Some Sections of Industry 
S UCCESSFUL investment depends upon selecting industries and companies 


that will both earn and pay more. 


Generally speaking it isn’t enough to 


choose companies that will do well over a period. For if, within that 


period, moderate results are recorded at any time, 
disappointment will be felt and the share price will suffer. 


then in all probability 
As profits are 


becoming less easy to earn extra care is required when investing in those sectors 


being affected most. 
Usually I am concerned with drawing 
attention to industries and companies that 


are favoured. To-day, however, I intend | 


to depart from my normal practice. in- 
stead attention will be devoted to listing a 
few of the leading industries less favour- 
ably placed than hitherto, 

We might start with chemicals, for in- 
vestment in this field is very popular. 
Sales of chemicals last year were approxim- 
ately one sixth more than in 1959. Ex- 
ports were up by about one eighth, but 
imports rose by more than one quarter. 

This rise in imports was an important 
factor in the development of highly com- 
petitive conditions. Prices were forced 
downwards and profit margins narrowed 
quite a lot. Many leading companies in- 
cluding I.C.I., Monsanto and Glaxo re- 
ported lower earnings in the second half- 
year. 

For the most part, demand for chemi- 
cals is likely to be well maintained. But 
capacity to produce has been increasing 
steadily and currently it is planned to 
spend very large sums on new produc- 
tive facilities. 

Boiled down the position is that supply 
has temporarily outrun demand and profit 
margins will probably continue under 
pressure. 


Not Very Exciting 


In the circumstances it is not possible to 
look for very exciting results from the 
broad range of chemical manufacturers 
over the next year or so. But share prices 
in this sector have been moving as though 
the outlook for profits and dividends were 
very favourable. 

Another industry to enjoy very good 
demand for its products in 1960 was 
paper. Output was up in all sections— 
very substantially in some cases. Further- 
more, prices did not come under pressure, 
being higher where changed 

A different picture is beginning to 
emerge. Stocks of paper and board have 
become a trifle inflated and already there 
have been production cutbacks. 

Exports have been falling while imports 
have risen. . Competition from Scan- 
dinavian producers might well increase. 
Because of the 10 per cent tariff cut under 
the E.F.T.A. agreement being brought 
forward from January 1962 to July 1961. 

Reports coming to hand from the paper 
industry suggests that demand has been 
well maintained in the early months of the 

ear. But it is beginning to weaken a 
fittle here and there. On balance it 


would seem that the 1960 rate of profit 
earning may not be maintained in the 
coming months. 

Next on my list is cotton textiles. Every- 
thing worked in Lancashire’s favour last 
year. Internal demand was exceptionally 
good. Coming at a time when capacity 

was being reduced by the implementation 
of the Government-sponsored reorganiza- 
tion scheme, producers were unable to 
cope with the flow of orders. 

Consequently, deliveries were delayed 
and buyers turned to overseas suppliers. 

Imports rose appreciably. While demand 

1s strong cotton companies are not 

affected by this trend but the pressure 
of demand is abating. 

Early in 1962 the voluntary agreement 
limiting shipments from Hongkong is due 
to expire. It is highly unlikely that it will 
be renewed on the same terms. 

Increased imports of cheap Asiatic cloth 
would mean less prosperity for British pro- 
ducers. And it is necessary to take a 
cautious view of cotton prospects, 

Iron and steel is yet another sector of 
industry that basked in the sunshine of

The background to steel was covered 
fairly extensively in these notes recently. 
Sufficient to say on this occasion that 
while demand may be maintained costs 
have risen appreciably and many pro- 
ducers may find it impossible to repeat 
last year’s level of earnings. 


Less Favourable 

I am not suggesting for one moment 
that investors in the industries mentioned 
are in for a poor time. No more should it 
be inferred that every company in those 
industries will fail to make progress. 

What I do believe, however, is that very 
careful consideration should be given to 
every prospective purchase in sectors 
where companies next results will often 
reflect the development of less favourable 
profit earning conditions.

NEW PLAN 
FOR LEARNING 


F there is one thing certain in this world of 
I uncertainties it is that British agriculture is 
going to face stiffer competition. To cope 
with it we need the best men we can get. Let 
us, therefore, welcome the new apprenticeship 
scheme which came into force last week, sup- 
planting a scheme whose admitted shortcomings 
will, it is hoped, thereby be rectified. 

With its insistence on thorough training and a 
proved standard of efficiency after three years, 
the new scheme should go far towards first 
creating and then maintaining the high 
standard of labour now vital to the industry. 
So should the right to a 10 per cent premium 
over the basic rate, once training is finished. 
Such an inducement is both proper and ex- 
pedient, for make no mistake about this: the 
drift from the land is serious, not because of 
the numbers that go, but because it is the best 
that go. 

There will be criticisms. There always are: boys 
will not be able to afford the lower rate while 
training; farmers will find it a hardship to give 
lads 60 days off on top of training and after 
training they will not be able to afford a wage 
so much above the minimum; there will be in- 
sufficient accommodation. 

These criticisms may in some cases be valid. But 
the course of agricultural schemes, like true 
love, never did run smooth. Worthwhile ideas 
should not be rejected on that account. Every 
industry has its problems. It should not be 
beyond the wit of the biggest of them all to 
push down obstacles that threaten its progress. 

Is an agricultural apprenticeship scheme worth- 
while and progressive? Other countries think 
so. In West Germany alone there are some 
43,000 farm apprentices in a three-year scheme. 
Compare that with our present 699! 

However, neither boy nor farmer need have any- 
thing to do with the scheme if he does not 
wish to. But certain things should be borne 
in mind. 

Young men will find their prospects brightest 
on farms where qualifications that lead to 
responsibility are demanded, appreciated and

paid for. Proper training opens the door to 
such jobs, and seen in that light the lower rate 
for three years becomes an investment with a 
worthwhile return. Also, the young man with 
an ambition to farm on his own will find an 
intensive training invaluable. 


On the other side, the farmer who tries to econo- 


mize by a reluctance to pay for the best will 
not get the best. That will be false economy. 
His business will suffer. 


The day has gone when a boy could pick up 


the job as he went along. Mechanization is 
now too widespread and too intricate for that. 
On some of our best holdings the employment 
of casuals is already out of the question. They 
would not know what to do, and they could 
find out only by a proper course of instruction. 


With a little determination and vision we can 


make this scheme succeed, and, in the words of 
Mr. Basil Neame, the Chairman of the Appren- 
ticeship Council, “obtain an insurance that we 
—_ get the higher standard of labour we 
need.”

Small Farmer 


Scheme Shock 


G “Farmer Sehe seems to have gone seriously amiss with the Small 


Farmer Scheme. 


It came out with a flourish of trumpets and was 


generally well received but I gather that, behind the scenes, there 
is a good deal of anxiety, both official and private, at the aftermath that now 


has to be faced. The trouble seems to be that too many who were not really 


suitable were encouraged to come in. 

In several parts of the country there 
are plenty (too many, in fact) of people 
who are worse off than before the 
scheme. They owe a deal more money, 
yet are making no more profit than 
they were before. 


Not Quite as Expected 


Some say that only one in 20 of 
those schemes that were accepted, 
should have been. In some instances 
approved schemes are being quietly 
dropped as soon as it is realized that 
they are not quite what they were 
thought to be. 

But perhaps the worst aspect that I 
have seen is that it has left bank mana- 
gers chary of accepting N.A.A.S. re- 
commendations for overdrafts. This 
also colours their outlook on the 
N.F.U. Agricultural Credit Scheme. 


Eyed With Disfavour 


When the original recommenda- 
tions for overdrafts were put before 
him, one bank manager’s remark was 
“They’ve got all the fellows that I 
wouldn’t lend a penny to. I know too 











much about them.” Small wonder that 
he now eyes with disfavour any official 
recommendation for credit. 

Now, I understand, some sort of 
tidying up process is going on. In some 
cases things have gone so far downhill 
that there is no hope of repaying any 
loan. It must be written off or some- 
one goes bust! 


Welsh Wails

(about 6m tons) over the past three 
years; in another way, it’s about equal 
to one sixth of the world’s trade in 
wheat. 


Chance or Regular 


We must also remember that 
world wheat stocks are estimated at 
around 50m tons of which Canada 
holds 14m. The China trade seems 
a fair slice of all this. 

The really important point, or so it 
seems to me, is whether this is the be- 
ginning of a new regular trade. The 
fact that delivery is spread over 2} 
years suggests that it might be. So far, 
China’s need has been thought to be 
the result of one season’s drought. Now 
something more permanent may be 
involved. 


Whence the Dollars? 


From our point of view, the fact 
that another large chunk of cereals is 
being moved sounds as if it should 
tend to make the world market firmer 
rather than weaker, although in these 
things you never know. 

Against this we do know that North 
American grain production could 
rapidly be expanded and we have re- 
peated offerings of Russian barley 
here. If Russia needs Western cur- 
rency—and that seems to be the reason 
behind the offer—where does China get 
the dollars she needs to buy? 

Which seems to leave plenty of ques- 
tion marks about the future of barley 
prices. Isn’t there a song about a Slow 
Boat to China? 


Cereal Damage 


UITE a few reports have 
come my way of leather- 
jacket damage to cereals. In the old 
days about all one could do was to 
put on the nitrogen and hope that 
the crop would get beyond the stage 
when it could be damaged. 
Nowadays I am told that quite effec- 
tive control can be obtained both by 
spraying and baiting with suitable in- 
secticides and poisons. The fact that

Barleys Yellow 


ELLOWING in barleys, 

which seems to be general 
up and down the country, is difficult 
to understand. I have heard it sug- 
gested that the cause is due to mag- 
nesium deficiency but I have noticed 
that the trouble seems to originate on 
headlands—which either become con- 
solidated or were never worked 
properly at sowing time—or in tricky 
portions of the field. 

Even this might mean that the plant 
was not able to absorb its magnesium 
requirements readily. I have asked 
our local N.A.A.S. officer to get some 
tissue tests carried out which should 
tell us what is wrong.

FFICIAL figures for cereal 
acreage confirm fairly 
closely the unofficial estimate of mer- 
chants. The spring wheat has pretty 
well made up the deficit in winter 
wheat and the barley acreage is up.

It is well established that there are 
many non-financial benefits to be derived 
from living on a farm, but the present 
wide discrepancy between rent and free 
market values cannot be a desirable state 
of affairs. 

As farming becomes more of a busi- 
ness, more realistic values should be put 
on one of its basic factors of production— 
This must mean higher rents 
possibly coupled with steady or decreas- 
ing land values. These are trends which 
are already apparent.

Welsh Blacks Often “Wretchedly Fed” Over 
First Winter, says Scottish Breeder 


the fact that young cattle are often “so wretchedly fed” over the first 


| ALF the basis of the legend that Welsh Blacks are slow doers springs from 


winter that they require the next nine months as a convalescent period. 
“ A breath of fresh air from the hills and a drink of cold water are excellent fare 
for the English tourist, but a thin diet indeed for a bullock with the ability to put 
on 2Ib of meat a day,” Mr. A. M. Morrison, farm manager to the Cawdor Estates, 
Nairn, told last week’s annual meeting of the Welsh Black Cattle Society, at 


Machynlleth. 
Mr. Morrison, who founded the Cawdor 


herd of Welsh Blacks in 1958 with foun- | 
dation stock bought at one of the Society’s | 
Menai Bridge sales, said he had been able | 
to get several steers to 10cwt before they | 


cut their second teeth. 


Mother’s Milk 

“TI work on the basis that the cheapest 
food a steer gets is its mother’s milk, and 
it is this high-suckling capacity that we are 
exploiting to the limit,” said Mr. Morrison. 
The calves on weaning go to a low-ground 
farm where they “are really pushed on.” 

“A great many young cattle in Wales 
are kept on far too low a nutritional level 
when weaned and cannot possibly show 
their potential for good weight-for-age 
gain,” he continued. 

Lincoln Red calves at Nairn have access 
to high-quality creep feeds while suckling, 
which gives them a considerable boost. 
The Welsh get no extras, yet they wean at 
comparable weights and finish their store 
period almost in line with the Reds when 
fed on the same ration in the folds. 

Welsh Blacks were catching on in Scot- 
land for several reasons. Two could be 
maintained on the same rations that it 
took to supply one Galloway, and no 
matter how heavily they were suckled 
the Welsh Black cows put on condition 
and repaired all the winter leanness once 
spring grass was available. Their forag- 
ing ability was remarkable.

Certain genetical lines had reached satura- | 





tion point and this would lead in some 
cases to in-breeding. 

Other points made by Mr. Morrison 
were: 

On Charoliais: “Here we have the 
ironic situation that this large, vital but 
largely unimproved product of the French 
peasantry is usurping our fancier-bred 
animals in the world market.” 

On breeding for maximum size: “If a 
beast has a growth potential of 16 to 
18cwt he can be finished anywhere along 
the way, but if his growth ceiling is nine 
to l0cwt no such scope is possible and 
his ultimate cash value is too rigid.” 

The Society approved a resolution that 
all heifers offered at sponsored sales must 
be inoculated against contagious abortion. 
This rule will take effect at a suitable date 
after the Ministry’s free injection scheme 
for heifer calves comes into force.

Breeders’ Association Wants Payments 


for A.I.-Bred Registrations 


ESPITE a warning that their action could have a disastrous 
effect on the future development of pig A.I., members of 


the National Pig Breeders’ 


Association—at 


the annual 


meeting in London last week—passed a resolution in favour of 


royalty payments to breeders of A.I. sires. 


The warning was 


given by Mr. K. G. Elcoate, general manager of the Hampshire 
Cattle Breeders’ Society, Ltd., which has done a great deal of work 
in bringing pig A.1. to its present level of field application. 


The resolution, which was proposed by 
Mr. Gordon Walters, will now go to the 
Association’s Central Council for further 
consideration. 

It stated that any breeder member 
wishing to register A.Il.-bred pigs must 
pay a royalty for each one to the breeder 
of the sire; the Association to collect the 
royalties at the time of registration. 

Mr. Walters made it clear that he did 
not wish to decry pig A.I., or stop it 
from spreading. His concern was to 
see that breeders got a just return for 
their initiative, skill and expense in 
producing the superior boars. 


Suggestion Rejected 

He rejected the suggestion that 
breeders should fix their own royalties, 
and proposed standard figures of, say, 5gs 
for males and 3gs for females. 

“ Before the A.I. system gets a hold on 
our industry we have the chance of put- 
ting our house in order,” said Mr. 
Walters. 

It was receiving a very high subsidy 
from P.I.D.A. Conception rate had 
risen in many herds to over 80 per cent. 

Mr. Michael Davidson, seconding the 
resolution, said: “One’s first reaction is 
that A.J. is an immediate threat to our 
boar sales. That is true to a certain 
extent but I do not feel it is any justifica- 
tion to try to do anything to hamper its 
spread and proper use.” 

There was a danger, however, of a 
serious reduction in the number of 
good blood lines, as had happened in 
Denmark. 

Mr. Elcoate maintained that the effect 
of the resolution would be to discourage 
breeders from using A.I. 

If expansion did not take place his 
centre would have to consider seriously 
whether or not to carry on.

He went on: “We are sure that the 
imposition of royalties would discourage 
A.I. organizations from paying the high 
prices expected to-day. 

“They may well look for other means 
of finding the boars required to maintain 
their services.” 

Finally, Mr. Elcoate expressed surprise

“We go 
to great lengths to train a man for the 
doorstep, not only on how to serve a 
customer but also how to obtain better 
sales,” stressed Mr. E. Bradnam, Job’s 
Dairies. “We are developing now not 
only the desire to sell more but we have 
developed the confidence in our men 
that more can be sold.” 





Leading 
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“Sunday Milk Will 


End in Ten Years” 


LL Britain would have six-day milk deliveries in 10 years’ time, forecasi 
Mr. W. E. D. Bell, Chairman of the Express Dairy Co., Ltd., at the National 
Dairymen’s Association conference in Torquay, Devon. A survey of the 

eight weeks’ experiment in the Berkhamsted area of Hertfordshire had shown 
that it had succeeded and the majority of customers had accepted the change. 
There had not been a single complaint of sour milk, and sales had not suffered. 


More than 200 customers had continued 
to have double quantities of milk on 
Saturdays and none on Sundays, even 
when the Sunday delivery was resurned, 
said Mr. Bell. At the end of five weeks’ 
sales were actually higher than in the 
week immediately preceding the experi- 
ment. 

Announcing that the Express Dairy 
Company intended further experimental 
periods, he said that the next would 
probably be in the autumn. They had 
to find a way of giving their staff a 
five-day working week to put them on a 
similar basis to that of employees in 
other industries. 

Remarking that in 10 years’ time there 
would not be the staff available to carry 
out seven day deliveries, Mr. Bell said his 
company had been seriously concerned at 
the wastage in the retail milk delivery staff 
which amounted to 25 per cent a year and 
cost them £120,000 a year to train new 
personnel. 

“Berkhamsted was not the beginning 
or the end. It was just the end of the 
beginning. We have a lot more to learn.” 

Mr. Bell added that the company 
intended to send a team of top executives 


| deliveries 


to the U.S. to study in detail problems 
which had to be faced before they could 
extend the experiment. 

Many dairymen had expressed a desire 
that the Express Dairy Co. should renew 
its experiment of cutting out Sunday milk 
because they could see that 
much good might come out of it, claimed 
Mr. Norman Ashworth, in his presidential 
address to the Association conference. 


Approval and Guarantee 


On the M.M.B. proposals for Grade 
X milk, Mr. Ashworth commented “ We 
are waiting to see if the Ministry will 
approve the proposal and also if the 
Board will guarantee a supply of this 
milk to every portion of the country.” 


The President added that selection of 
areas must be carried out by the M.M.B. 
“If we review the supply and quality 
of the nation’s milk we see that in some 
districts milk of this Grade X quality 
is already being sold at the ordinary price, 
and we know that in other districts it 
would be impossible to obtain any quan- 
tity of the new grade at certain times of 
the year.” 


Bulk Tanks Will Cut Collections 


TREAMLINING of milk collections could help both buyers and sellers of 
milk, suggested Mr. T. B. Boden (Staffs), an N.F.U. delegate at the National 


Dairymen’s Association conference. 


“You might even see the time when 


we could miss a day so far as collection is concerned and that would be a great 
advantage to both sides.” Bulk collection was a must but after five years, at 
the end of 1960, only one per cent of total supplies in England and Wales was 
carried by bulk transport. In Scotland progress was quicker and in 1959 4.4 per

cent was in bulk, with the figure now 
standing at 12.5 per cent and expected 
to be as high as 20 per cent by the 
end of this year. 

He thought the slower progress in 
England and Wales was because producers 
and buyers were cautious in their 
approach as they were afraid of the 
financial implications. The cost of the 
tanks was prohibitive at the moment, the 
main reason being calibration. Flow 
meters would be a great saving in this 
equipment. 


Lack of Information 


Complaining of a deplorable lack of 
information, economic and operational, 
and not a few misconceptions both on the 
side of the producer and the buyer, Mr. 
J. S. McQuillin, a past-President of the 
N.D.A., referred to the irony of the situa- 
tion when “our producer friends con- 
demned out of hand a reduction of retail 
sales by one day in seven, but we are 
prepared to enter into a scheme which the 
same producers claim will enable them to 
reduce their deliveries to us by one day in 
two. 

“We distributors are not opposed to 
this new method, but we have the very 
strongest objections to the manner of its 
introduction and the lines along which it 
appears to be developing.”

DAIRY HERD UP 92,000 


More Cows—Fewer 


Heifers and Calves 


267,000 
More Pigs 


S if to support the case for milk production quotas, the March returns for 
England and Wales reveal a substantial increase in the size of the national 
dairy herd. There are now 92,000 more cows and heifers in-milk than 


there were a year ago, with a further increase of 8,000 in-calf cows. 


But there 


are no significant changes in the numbers of young stock coming forward. Two 
years ago total cows and heifers in-milk numbered 2,032,000—to-day there are 


2,202,000. 


Another—and not unexpected—feature 
of the returns is the increase of 11 per cent 
in the forecast barley acreage. The total 
cereals area looks like being down 125,000 
acres, or 2 per cent, but the Ministry 
figures predict 339,000 acres more barley, 
with wheat down 262,000 acres, oats down 
153,000 acres, and mixed corn 47,000 


acres. 


Despite the drop in wheat acreage, 
the forecast figure represents a notable 
recovery following the set-back to 
autumn sowing. 


The area forecast for potatoes is 90,000 
acres (15 per cent) lower than a year ago 
and fodder crops are 57,000 acres (6 per 
cent) down with sugar beet about the 
same. 


No More Fallow 

Contrary to expectations, the area under 
bare fallow has not increased substantially 
and at 178,000 acres is likely to be similar 
to last year. 

The live stock figures show that there 
has been no further significant swing to 
beef production. Cows and heifers rear- 
ing calves for beef are similar in number 


with first-calf heifers actually slightly 
down. There are 88,000 (4.3 per cent) 
fewer calves under one year old than 
was the case a year ago. 
The sheep-breeding flock is again up 
by 170,000. This is a surprising increase 
taken with last year’s 229,000 rise 


Pigs show a rise of 10,000 in the total 
breeding herd on the December return, 
and 51,000 on a year ago. This applies to 
all groups. 


More Broilers 

Although a year ago there was a 1} 
million rise in mature fowls, this time 
there is a lm drop. But there are more 
young birds and the broiler numbers show 
an increase of 4} million, or 42 per cent, 
on the year, with a rise of $m in the last 
three months. 

Other table birds have also increased by 
about 4m and there are also more turkeys 
and ducks. 

Another drop in the farm labour force 
is apparent from the returns, with 17,800 
fewer whole-time male workers, making 
8.8 per cent fewer, but with a small in- 
crease in numbers of regular part-time and 
seasonal workers.

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MEAT BOARD-URGENT NEED 


Selling Groups a Good Idea But They Could 
Be Dangerous, says Mr. J. S. Morrey 


ITHOUT doubt, marketing was the most urgent problem facing producers 
to-day. It was quite staggering that, 30 years after the passing of the | 
Marketing Acts, links between producer and consumer were so hopelessly 
ineffective for so many of our commodities. So said Mr. J. S. Morrey, Wiltshire | 
farmer and special member of the Milk Board, at a Devizes (Wilts) conference on 
marketing last week. 

“TI have been convinced of the value 
of statutory marketing boards both to pro- 
ducers and consumers for a long time,” he 
went on. 

“ Meat bristles with opportunities. A 
far greater scope for a board presents itself 
in the case of meat than there ever was in 
the case of milk.” 

Quite shocking weaknesses existed in 
the present system of meat marketing, said 
Mr. Morrey. Live weight sales were right 
out of date, as was the clumsy procedure 
of sending ‘animals 10 or 20 miles in one 
direction to a grading centre and then 
back, perhaps past the farm, and on to 
the abattoir. 

“ Until we have an overall grip on all 
our meat, we are not going to get any- 
where. The Milk Board has that over- 
all grip on milk.”

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Three-man System 
For Speedy Silage 
Harvesting 


operation, using American-de- 
signed Gehl machinery, was 
demonstrated recently by the Rust- 
proof Metal Window and Engineering 
Co., Ltd., of Saltney, Cheshire, who 
manufacture and market this equip- 
ment in Britain. Two systems of cut- 
ting and collecting the crop were used;

344 GALLONS AN ACRE 


Grassland Production Nearly Doubled With 
N.A.A.S. Recording Scheme 


M 


ILK production from grazing nearly doubled in four years, with the 
help of grassland recording with the N.A.A.S. This was one of the 
achievements of Mr. R. C. Dennis-Jones revealed at an I.C.I. demonstra- 


tion on his Waldegrave Farm, Hartest, Bury St. Edmunds, last week. In 1960, 


from 84 acres of grass, there was a production of 344 gallons an acre—and a 
profit of £250 on a flock of breeding ewes. 


Mr. Dennis-Jones, who farms 220 acres 
of heavy boulder clay, uses leys as pre- 
paration for winter wheat. And he cashes 
57 acres of grass—plus 27 acres of un- 
ploughable permanent pasture—through 
milk from 33 Friesians and the lambs from 
an 85-ewe Suffolk-Kerry cross flock. 

The grazing also maintains ten heifers 
a year raised for herd increase and re- 
placement. 

Recorded milk production from the 
grassland has risen from 197 gallons an 
acre in 1956 to the present 344. Last 
vear 264 acres of grazing produced 60 per 
cent of the herd’s total yield for the year, 
compared with only 45 per cent in 1956. 

Concentrate consumption fell from 
2.41lb per gallon in 1956 to 1.91lb last 
year. The net milk production cost 
over the year was 2s 24d per gallon. 

Summer grazing is by sub-division into 
paddocks, which are strip-grazed, the grass 
getting 6-7cwt of Nitro-Chalk during the 
season after an autumn or spring dressing 
of superphosphate and, in alternate years, 
licwt of potash.

Prices obtained for non-contract bacon 
pigs sold to F.M.C. and independent 
curers have recently been high compared 
with most of 1960-61.

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Magnesium In The Silage 


Can Prevent Staggers But There 
Still Are Problems 


to adult dairy cows at the rate of 20z per day, is fairly well established, 


A aad the efficacy of calcined magnesite in preventing staggers, given 


how to ensure that every suckling cow gets 20z and every ewe }0z, every 


day during the critical period, is another matter. 


The nutritional chemists advise 


that not a day must be missed as the animal has no immediate storage for mag- 
nesium. They go so far as to recommend twice daily administration where 


possible. 

This has led some stock owners to 
sprinkle calcined magnesite on to any very 
palatable food to combat the unpalatabil- 
ity of the magnesite. The common 
method is to sprinkle it on silage; feed it 
mixed in concentrates, or to use a specially 
prepared concentrated food containing 
magnesium. But not everyone feeds 
silage and, again, concentrate feeding 
may not always be either necessary or 
economic. 

In the case of Mr. A. Kirkup, of 
Middleton Hall, Wooler, Northumber- 
land, these difficulties are overcome by 
sprinkling the calcined magnesite on 
chopped swedes. Such is the liking of 
cattle and sheep for swedes that even a 
modest ration will take the full measure of 
calcined magnesite without any difficulties 
of palatability. He commences before the 
cows are turned out and continues for 
some time after the cows go to the 
grazings. 


Varied Results 


Others have tried to include magnesium | 


in one form or another in the silage at 
the time it is being made, but results so 
far have been varied. Work in Wales has 
shown that this can be done, but the silage 
was rather “cheesy” due to the calcined 
magnesite preventing complete fermen- 
tation. The stock ate the silage readily, 
but “cheesiness” usually suggests a 
‘owered feeding value. 


One north country farmer adopted 
this method, but possibly due to adding 
too much calcined magnesite, fermen- 
tation was so seriously hindered that 
the whole crop was wasted. 


Mr. N. Trinder, Regional Nutrition 
Chemist, said: “ Magnesian limestone has 
been used in silage, but unfortunately it 
needs about 3lb of this form of mag- 
nesium to procure the same result as from 
llb of calcined magnesite.

The interesting feature of these first 
results however, is that the magnesium 
level in the blood of sheep when fed 
silage with only 4lb of calcined magne- 
site per ton, rose by 25 per cent and 
with no scouring at all.

of course, continue. This year we shall 
use a variety of other additives in our 
silage, all of which will be tested against 
each other on our stock. By next year 
we should be in a better position to advise 
on this method of preventing staggers.” 

Mercifully, so far this year the losses of 
cattle, especially suckler cows, has been 
very low. A Northumberland veterinary 
practitioner said that he had scarcely seen 
a genuine case of staggers in cattle this 
year. No one can fully explain this; there 
are so many factors which influence the 
trouble. Cold wind is one of them and so 
the mild winter may have helped. 

After such a respite from the usual 
annual slaughter, the danger is that 
farmers may relax their efforts or per- 
suade themselves that perhaps the disease 
is dying out. One is bound to observe 
that in those parts of the north where 
suckler cows are not wintered on large 
quantities of heavily fertilized grass silage, 
staggers, by any of its several names, is 
almost unknown,

ANY peopl in Ireland were saying last week 

that the most significant part of the Dublin 

Spring Show of 1961 was the array of small 
packets of accelerated freeze dried food on the Irish 
Sugar Corporation's stand. The setting up of the 
world’s first factory to use this process commercially 
was described by .a Farmers’ Union spokesman as the 
biggest single boost Irish agriculture had ever had. 


But the stock classes also gave a fillip to the Republic’s 
reputation. Almost without exception visiting judges 
had warm praise for the improvement in the animals

For the first time Beef Shorthorns were absent. Once 
their classes were a Dublin feature, but the official 
policy now is to stick to the Dairy strain.

FLOOD PLAN 


A SPECIAL “help-your-neighbour ’ 
emergency grazing system is being 
planned to reduce live stock losses in the 
flood-prone basin where the rivers 
Severn and Vyrnwy meet near Welsh- 
pool, Montgomeryshire. The scheme was 
outlined on Friday to farmers, who suf- 
fered heavy losses in the December 
floods, at a N.A.A.S. meeting called to 
pool ideas on combating the flood-water 
menace. 

Mr. G. W. Thomas, N. Wales secre- 
tary of C.L.A., said he was prepared to 
open a register of landowners willing to 
accommodate stock from flood-threatened 
farms without prior consent having to be 
sought. 

Each farmer in the flood area would 
be paired off with a strategically situated 
farm on higher ground. “This key sys- 
tem would save time being wasted in 
telephoning for consent at a time when 
every second counts,” he said.

Dilution, says Dr. Robertson 


U 


NLESS there was a concentration of proven blood from the top A.L. 
bulls in pedigree breeding units, there was a danger that the value of great 
sires would be lost too easily through dilution, declared Dr. Alan Robert- 


son, of the Institute of Animal Genetics, Edinburgh University, when he spoke at 
the Whalley (Lancs) A.I. centre annual meeting last week. 


He appealed to some pedigree breeders 
to provide breeding units concentrating 
the blood of top A.I. bulls, for it was in 
such herds that the right type of cows 
would be bred to provide the A.I. bulls 
of the future. 

But Dr. Robertson warned that not alk 
breeders should travel the same road; 
it would be a “disaster” if all breeders’ 
efforts were based on improvement 
through A.I. Such action would deprive 
breeding of its flexibility—and there were 
already few enough within breeds. 

He welcomed the idea of cattle breeders’ 
companies as “a very interesting and 
stimulating development,” indicating that 
pedigree men were trying to compete with

A.I. on its own terms and not just “ stand- 
ing back and shouting abuse.” 

Of the selection of suitable young bulls 
for testing, he said pedigrees and con- 
temporary comparisons were a_ useful 
guide.

CONOMIC problems in choosing the right grain drier for the farm 

are two; one aim must be to keep costs to a minimum, the other to have 

a drier with adequate capacity to deal with a very wet harvest.

Long in Store 


The more grain a farmer decides to 
store and the longer he stores it the more 
drying he will have to do. Method of 
storage is also important. If he stores 
in bulk he must dry to a lower moisture 
content than if he stores in sacks. 

Some people prefer to rely on contrac- 
tors for their drying. This saves capital 
and the trouble of having to do the job, 
but it can be very costly and worrying in 
a wet harvest when there is too much 
grain chasing too few driers. 

Thus, with as little as 12 tons dried, on 


average, a year, it pays the farmer to 
have a drier of his own. A heavy crop 
of wet grain can cost a farmer £7 an acre 
for drying alone in contract and transport 


Typical contract charges are 30s a ton 
for grain at 18 per cent moisture content, 
36s at 20 per cent and 44s at 22 per cent.

On the other hand, larger drying plants 
are likely on average to have lower elec- 
— costs dh unit. Special off-peak, 

“seasonal” tariffs, are usually obtain- 
able; these can enable crop drying to be 
carried our for an average cost of about 
ld per unit. 


Bin Drying 

The cost of drying in ventilated bins 
wiil vary a ee in particular 
on how much drying can be done by 
veniilation alone, without the use of heat- 
ing. Where little heating is considered 
necessary, then all-electric plants are well 
justified. 

For economy both in capital cost and 
running cost, tractor waste heat plants can 
be recommended, provided a spare tractor 
is available when required for grain dry- 
ing. It is ge gd useful for de smaller 
unit, though less clean, straightforward 
and quiet than electricity. 

Grain driers are not costly in labour. 
The smaller continuous drier has the 
highest labour charge because a man has 
virtually to be in attendance all the time, 
whatever the size of the drier. However,

Table 3 shows there is no great dif- 
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ference in costs per ton ided each 
type 1s fairly fully used. Working con- 
unuously by day throughout the harvest 
period, drying perh’ps other farmers’ corn 
as well as the owner’s, a large continuous 
drier could dry 1,000 tons without diffi- 
culty in a season; if this were the average 
throughput the cost would be as low’ as 
15s a ton even for such an expensive 
machine. 

As throughput increases so cost per ton 
decreases until it falls below the charges 
made by a contractor. The annual ton- 
nages at which this occurs for the various 
types of drier described are given in 
Table 4. These figures assume transport 
(at 15s a ton) one way only, and are given 
for two levels of moisture content: 20 
per cent (36s a ton contract charge) and 
22 per cent (44s a ton),

INTAKE 


ELECTION of the type of intake 
pit is largely determined by the 
type of trailers or lorries used to cart 
the grain in from the combine. Run- 
over pits are generally more expensive 
to construct than pits suitable only for 
tipping vehicles. 

A pit large enough to hold a full load 
of grain is useful but not essential: a pit 
to hold about Scwt of in will only 
delay a 2-ton trailer for about 11 min if 
a 10-ton-per-hour elevator is available to 
move the grain to a holding bin. 

An auger conveyor placed in the pit is 
a cheap way of moving the grain, as it 
saves the construction of the separate 
deeper pit necessary for a bucket elevator. 
However, small augers sometimes give 
trouble when handling very wet and di 
grain. 


GRAIN CLEANING 


BETTER price is not usually 

paid for a clean sample than for 
one containing the amounts of im- 
purities normally found in grain as it 
comes from the combine. However, a 
merchant will take a clean sample in 
preference to a dirty one at the same 
moisture content. 

Pre-cleaning is generally advisable for 
grain to be dried by the in-bin method as 
it reduces the chance of getting dense wet 
patches, which take a long time to dry 
out in the bulk of grain. It is also worth 
while for many types of continuous flow 
driers, not only because some of the trash 
removed has above-average moisture con- 





tent, but to avoid blockages in the con- 
veying and discharge systems and to avoid 
short pieces of straw preventing even flow 
of grain through the drying sections. 

Pre-cleaning is not necessary for sack 
or tray driers but may still be worth while 
for the latter if it is not inconvenient. Im- 
mature grain and some weed seeds are 
most easily removed after the drying pro- 
cess, during which they shrivel and be- 
come relatively lighter and smaller than 
the good grain. 

This cleaning is often conveniently 
carried out after storage if the grain is to 
be bagged for sale. 


Pre-cleaner 

A machine to be used as a pre-cleaner 
must be able to feed a mixture of grain, 
chaff and short straw without trouble, and 
cope with the occasional longer straw. It 
is expected to remove chaff, short straw 
and unthreshed heads, most of the weed 
seeds, earth, stones and immature or 
shrivelled grain. 

Placed carly in the conveying system, 
it will obviate many of the chances of 
blockage. 

When a cleaner is used to prepare the 
grain for sale, a seed sample is not nor- 
mally required but the machine should 
remove most of the weed seeds and im- 
mature grains which have shrivelled on 
drying. 

If a better grain sample is wanted, some 
grading is involved and brush-gear or 
tappers may be necessary to keep the 
sieves clear. The merchant will invari- 
ably reclean. the grain if it is for seed. 

Dusty working conditions should be a 
thing of the past. A cleaner should be 
chosen where the dust and “blowings ” 
are ducted to the outside of the grain

Some cleaners either have their own 
low stands or can be placed on stands 
about 3ft high, which enable grain to be 
bagged off direct from the its or fed 
directly into carefully sii conveyors. 
This considerably reduces the installation 
costs and enables adjustments and main- 
tenance to be carried out from ground 
level with greater safety and convenience.

The simplest ways of achieving this are 
to feed grain into it by a chute from an 
overhead hopper-bottomed bin, or to feed 
from an elevator with a small excess of 
grain passing down an overflow chute 
back to the intake pit. 


CHOOSING A DRIER TO SUIT 


HE continuous flow type of grain 
drier is now available in types 
and sizes suitable for the large farm 
down to the smallest farm where a 
combine is justified. However, they 
are most suitable for drying medium to 
large quantities of grain or where there 
is no problem of keeping small quanti- 
ties of different varieties of grain 
separate. 

In a continuous flow drier the grain is 
exposed to a relatively high temperature 
airstream for such a time that the desired 
amount of moisture is removed. As far 
as possible all the grain is exposed to more 

similar conditions for a regulated 
time and this makes it i to use 
higher air temperatures in these driers 
than in a batch drier without risk of dam- 
age to the grain. 

If, however, the grain is being dried for 
stock feed this is of little importance.

out when changing from one variety to 
another can be troublesome and for these 
reasons most driers of this type are not 
really suitable for small contract drying. 

Whether large or small, a continuous 
flow drier and the associated conveying 
system is not usually run without su —- 
vision and this makes the smaller 
relatively less attractive for running day 
and night. 


BATCH DRIERS 


N a typical type of batch drier the 

drying air is heated to between 100 
and 120 deg F and blown through a 2ft 
layer of grain until by experience it is 
decided that the average moisture con- 
tent of the grain in the drier has been 
reduced to the required value.

VENTILATED BINS 


HE method of drying grain in floor- 
EL ventilated bins is especially suit- 
able where storage is required and the 
grain is normally harvested at not more 
than 21 per cent moisture content. If 
it is wetter than this, the time taken for 
the completion of drying tends to be 
excessive. 

If all the grain in a bin is to be dried 
rnore or less to a desired moisture con- 
tent, the moisture content, or relative 
humidity, of the air blown through the 
grain must be adjusted correctly. The 
grain tends to come into moisture 
equilibrium with the air and in this way 
is dried. The practical way of achieving 
this is to warm the air between 5 and 15 
deg. F, depending on the state of the 
weather. 

Overheating the air causes it to pick up 
too much moisture from the layers of 
grain it first passes through and has little 
effect on the time taken for the drying 
zone to pass right through the mass of 
grain. 

Because of the size of fan and power 
requirement, the system is usually limited 
to a grain depth of about 10ft, with an 
air speed of about 20 cu ft of air per 
minute per sq ft of floor area. 

Radially ventilated and ducted silos are 
two variations of the system which make 
it economically possible to blow more air 
through a given quantity of grain giving a 
greater drying rate.

SIMPLE TRAY DRIER 


TRAY drier is a versatile form of 
batch drier. A popular size holds 2 
to 3 tons of grain in a layer about 2ft 
deep. Air at about 110 deg F is blown

hardboard, hessian supported by a welded 
mesh of high tensile steel wires, special 
concrete sections with inclined openings, 
and louvred sheet metal sections are used. 

Any price-saving which these materials 
might offer would have to be related to 
the possibility of increased damage by 
vermin to the grain or silo. 

Silos with horizontal air ducts spaced 
mn them have been made commercially in 
orick, concrete or galvanized sheet steel. 
fm structural complexity these silos are 
similar to some forms of batch drier and 
hey, and small diameter radial silos, are 
often operated as such with warmer air 
These silos can be fitted with hopper 
bottoms. 

Floor ventilated bins should have flat 
floors to ensure even drying, and so the 
grain has to be shovelled out by hand or 
with the aid of a special conveyor. If 
the silo is fitted with internal tie bars the 
positions of these should be such that they 
don’t seriously hinder this work. 

If grain is dried properly and quickly 
enough m a floor ventilated silo, turning 
tt does not seem to be necessary. Turn- 
ing grain stored in bulk too wet or hot 
may postpone the time when the condi- 
tion has to be rectified, but will remove 
very little heat or moisture.

Your Choice of Drier 
Depends on Your Labour 


N considering driers in general, decide 
whether you could meet the continuous 

or intermittent demand for labour. Auto- 
matic control of the air temperature is 
often justified and flame failure safety 
devices for an oil burner may enable you 
to leave a drier unattended for periods, 
especially if no grain conveyors have to 
be running 

There still seems to be a need for 
simple devices which will shut a plant 
down and close slides of gravity chutes if 
a blockage or failure occurs in a convey- 
ing system 

An electrical air heater is the easiest 
to control, but if the drier has a rated 
capacity of more than a ton an hour its 
demand for electricity is likely to be be- 
yond an economical farm supply. 

If a continuous flow or batch drier is 
chosen and the grain is likely to be sold 
for malting or seed, it is important that 
it should have the required output when 
using air at a safe temperature. The

the drying capacity and for this reason 
the capacity of a drier is not always quoted 
tor a safe air temperature. 

lhe conveyors necessary with various 
forms of drier can vary considerably so 
the cost of these should be borne in mind 
when comparing the price of different 
drying systems. The possibility of duct- 
ing the wet and dusty exhaust air out of 
the building should not be overlooked. 
The fuel cost is only part of the cost of 
drying grain, so while thermal efficiency 
or fuel consumption should not be 
ignored, it is not necessarily of primary 
importance 


Choice of a 
Grain Store 


@ Bags

RINCIPAL ways of storing grain 

are three; in bags, in bins, or loose 
in heaps on the floor. The only special 
features of a building suitable for stor- 
age of grain in bags are that it should 
be dry and it should not be necessary 
to negotiate steps or awkward corners 
when wheeling sacks into place. 

It is difficult to ensure that a building 
is vermin-proof and grain in sacks is more 
susceptible to attack by rats and mice 
than is grain stored in bins. 

The chief drawback to this method of 
storage is the labour required at a season 
when there is usually none to be spared. 
If grain has to be bagged off continuously 
from a drier, and the bags moved and 
stacked, it may not be practicable to run 
the drier day and night. 


Circular Bins Waste Space 


Bins are usually a fairly long-term 
investment and the conveyors associated 
with them can be expensive. They are 
quite suitable for the small farm as well 
as the large, provided their size suits 
the quantities of the different cereals 
grown. For an indoor installation square 
or rectangular bins are usually preferred 
as circular bins waste about 20 per cent 
of the floor area. 

Outdoor storage is usually in circular 
silos constructed of aluminium, concrete 
blocks, galvanized steel or exterior grade 
plywood. Large numbers of aluminium 
silos are now in use. Rectangular metal 
silos are erected in single or double rows 
and the group often supports its own roof, 
the outer walls of the bins forming part 
of the walls of the grain store. Some- 
times additional wall cladding of corru- 
gated iron is considered to be worth while 
in view of the subsidy which can be 
obtained. 

However, the narrow space between 
the bin walls and the cladding may har- 
bour vermin or imsect pests.

Inclined Tube 


Alternatively an inclined fixed tube may 
be built into the silo sloping from one 
wall down towards a shallow depression 
in the centre of the floor. An auger 
slipped into this tube will leave less grain 
to be shovelled out than does a single 
spout in the silo wall. With indoor silos 
it is not usually convenient to have out- 
let spouts on more than one side of a silo, 
but with large outdoor silos this is often 
easily arranged and worthwhile, 


For indoor storage some relatively 
cheap circular silos constructed of a 
welded mesh of high tensile steel wires 
lined with such a material as hessian or 


the walls strong enough to withstand 
the pressure of the grain on them. 


There must be no possibility of surface 
water finding its way into the building. 


Various means may be used to build 
up the heaps of grain such as an over- 
head horizontal conveyor, a portable in- 
clined conveyor fed from a tipping trailer, 
or a tractor fitted with a scoop on a front- 
end loader, 


The grain may be removed by a tractor 
and scoop, a man with a brush s 
keep spilt grain out of the way of the 
tractor wheels, or by a horizontal conveyor 
installed in a shallow trench in the floor. 
A series of feed slides to such a conveyor 
can be opened successively as the heap is 


blockage did occur due to straw or a stick 
or stone it would not be far from the edge 
of the heap of grain. The transmission 
should protect the conveyor against 
damage. 


Dry First 

Grain can be moved towards this con- 
veyor by a tractor or by a suitable. port- 
able conveyor. If a large quantity of 
grain is to be stored in one heap it should 
be properly dried and cooled before being 
put into store, as it would be extremely 
difficult to deal with a local hot spot 
somewhere in the middle of the heap. 

Ventilation ducts for cooling or drying 
can be laid on the floor of such a store 
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but if they are all supplied with air from 
the same fan at the same time it is difficult 
to ensure that all parts of the grain bed 
are properly ventilated because of the 
variable depth of grain. 

The method should be particularly. suit- 
able for storing large quantities of grain 
of one type. 

If grain to be stored is bags or in bulk 
for a period of time is cooled to about 60 
deg F there can be little difference in the 
moisture contents at which it may be 
safely stored by the two methods.

/ tween the various parts of a grain 
store can be of many types, For a long 
lift a bucket elevator is ideal: A tall 
bucket elevator and inclined chutes will 
often be cheaper and more. satisfactory 
than a shorter elevator and short hori- 
zontal conveyors for moving grain to a 
drier, weighing machine or cleaner 10ft 
or so away. 

An auger conveyor can be the maid-of- 
all-work for the smaller installation. After

well-designed compact store only for the 
top and bottom runs, taking grain to 
and from storage silos. 

The principal types of mechanical con- 
veyors for this duty are belt, chain and 
flight, and shaker, with punched belt, wire 
and flight, and augers somewhat less 
commonly used. 

Shaker conveyors, or jog troughs, are 
self-cleaning and can easily be fed with 
grain anywhere along their length and can 
have discharge openings where desired. 


Shaker Conveyor 


Another useful feature of a shaker con- 
veyor is that a slightly inclined trough fixed 
at right angles to the main trough will en- 
able grain to be collected from, or de- 
livered to, a point at the side with little 
loss of height. 

Unfortunately many shaker conveyors 
vibrate the supporting structure and are 
therefore unsuitable for mounting high up 
in old or lightly framed buildings. Because 
of this, belt or chain and flight conveyors 
are often used for the top run. 

Pneumatic conveyors are useful where 
grain has to be conveyed round corners or 
across yards or roadways as sometimes

It is claimed that 
birds will not fly into a dark store and 
they certainly are a real nuisance in some 
well-lit buildings. Artificial lighting for 
the time when people are working in the 
building does not cost very much, 


Duct Outside 


The exhaust air from a continuous flow 
or batch drier should, if possible, be ducted 
out of the building. The route for this 
duct and that from the cleaner must be 
planned when the installation is being 
considered. Ventilators in the roof, end 
wall of the building or under the eaves 
allow exhaust air from ventilated silos to 
escape. n 

Ventilators cannot be -elied on to 
remove dust-laden air from around 
cleaners or conveyors as they tend to 
create air currents which spread the dust 
rather than remove it cOmpletely.

equipment which does not discharge dust 
into the air iriside the building, or to ex- 
tract the dusty air from as close as pos- 
sible to the point where it issues. 

The top of a bucket elevator has to be 
a few feet higher than the top horizontal 
conveyor which it feeds. Instead of having 
the whole roof of the building sufficiently 
high for this, or positioning the top con- 
veyor too low to deliver grain to the 


centres of the bins, it is better to have a 
separate elevator head house constructed 
above the main roof level. Farm safety 
regulations demand handrails round cat- 
walks and for some ladders. 

Safety can be increased and expense 
spared by designing a plant which needs 
the minimum of raised access platforms 
and walkways. An example of this is in 
the siting of the cleaner on the floor. 


The unit needs to be on a 


good road, not too far from the fields and within easy reach of the electrical supply.

ROPER precautions taken now 
against weevils and other insects 
in the grain store may prevent loss and 
damage later. These insects cause 
damage by eating the endosperm or 
the germ and by causing heating. Grain 
merchants, millers and maltsters may 
refuse to buy infested grain or only 
accept it after it has been fumigated. 
Everyone, whether he has had an 
outbreak or not, should work on the 
assumption that insects are present, even 
in a new and isolated granary, and take 
appropriate precautions. 


Cleanliness 


The main preventive measure is clean- 
liness. All grain storage places should be 
thoroughly cleaned. The residues should 
be destroyed immediately by burning or 
by grinding. Cleaning should include all 
parts of grain handling machinery, air 
ducts and spaces under ventilated bins, 
spaces between grain bins and the walls of 
buildings surrounding them, and the in- 
teriors of grain driers and combines. 

All secondhand sacks likely to be used 
in harvesting or storage should be fumi- 
gated in a metal bin. 

The insides of bins, walls and floors of 
granaries should then be sprayed with a 
suitable residual insecticide. This treat- 
ment should be done as soon as the gran- 
ary has. been emptied and cleaned and re- 
peated immediately before harvest. 

Three contact insecticides can be 

ecommended: malathion; D.D.T. and 
pone B.H.C. (lindane). The first 
should be used if the saw-toothed grain 
beetle is present. Gamma B.H.C. is more

Smoke insecticides containing B.H.C., 
D.D.T. or a mixture of the two can be 
used in accordance with the maker’s in- 
structions at the dosage for crawling 
insects, for inaccessible spaces. 


Cool First 

Cooling of grain is most important, 
since the saw-toothed grain beetle does 
not breed at grain temperatures below 65 
deg F. Every effort should be made, by 
proper use of the cooling sections of grain 
driers and by blowing cold air through 
ventilated bins at night, to cool grain to 
below 65 deg F after harvest. 

Recent experiments at the National 
Institute of Agricultural Engineering have 
shown that it is possible to carry out such 
cooling without raising the moisture con- 
tent of the grain to dangerous levels. 

Where the risk of insects is high, grain 
can be protected from attack by saw- 


toothed grain beetie by mixing malathion 
dust at a concentration not exceeding 10 
parts per million. It is important that this 
rate should not be exceeded especially in 
grain to be used for human food. During 
storage the temperature of grain should 
be noted once a week and if there is an 
increase, infestation should be suspected. 

If, despite these precautions, a bulk of 
grain becomes infested, it can be fumi- 
gated, provided the granary or bins are 
reasonably gas tight. 


Two fumigants are commonly employed 
on the farm. One is a 3 to 1 mixture of 
ethylene dichloride and carbon tetra- 
chloride, which is poured on to the grain. 
The other is alummium phosphide in the 
form of tablets which are pushed into the 
grain where they decompose to release 
phosphine gas. As fumigants are dan- 
gerous, you should only attempt to treat 
small quantities yourself and then only 
after obtaining expert advice.

Land Grab Plan for Greater London— 
Arrest It, says N.F.U. 


REATER LONDON’S sprawl over the Home Counties should be arrested 
(and it would be sound from both planning and farming points of view), 
says the National Farmers’ Union—commenting on a policy statement 
from the Town and Country Planning Association to the Government on the 


development of London and South East England in the next 20 years. 


The 


association says 160,000 acres would be needed in that time to site 14 million 


new houses. 

The N.F.U., continuing on the “arrest | 
the sprawl” theme, says that, if to satisfy 
the “tremendous ” demand for new land, 
it meant expanding smaller country towns, 
then this would have to take place. 

It would be essential, however, that the 
process was well thought out. 

It would have to be seen by the 
farming community to be well con- 
sidered, necessary in the national 
interest and frugal in the use of land. 
It would also have to be “ adventurous 
in the redevelopment of worn-out urban 
areas.” 

Not least, it would have to be fair to 
those farmers who might have to lose all 
or part of their livelihood in the interest 
of expanding populations and rising living 
standards. 

One town which would be affected 
under the plans as envisaged by the 
association is Basingstoke, Hants. 

Forty-seven road miles from Central

general public in view of the large sums 
paid as compensation for prohibition of 
development.

and a sow with a litter of eight, on the 
point of weaning. 

At Shorthampton there are several 
other pigs of the breed, notably four gilts 
which, says Mr. R. Holloway, graze like 
cattle. All they get as a supplement is a 
little weatings once a day. 

Up to the present Mr. Holloway has 
followed a policy of crossing with the 
Large White to produce weaners for sale. 
He now intends to build up his herd of 
pure-bred Oxfordshires to a size of, per- 
haps, 20 or 30 sows. 


Well Marked 


Characteristics of the Oxfordshire 
breed are four white legs and a white 
“flash” along the forehead. The Short- 
hampton pigs have remarkably good 
markings in this respect. 

They may not be widely contidered a 
commercial proposition in these days but 
Messrs. Holloway have faith in their 
ability to deliver the goods. 

Cotswold sheep, which were _ the 
foundation of the Witney blanket trade, 
are also on view. They have been pro- 
vided by Mr. William Garne, of Green 
Farm. Aldsworth, Glos, and can be traced 
back to the 16th century on the same 
farm. 

The curious visitor will also be able to 
see specimens of the rare St. Kilda sheep; 
Longhorn cattle from Mr. W. E. Noakes 
in Warwickshire and the last surviving 
pair of draught oxen, provided by Lord 
Bathurst, of Cirencester.

Says the author of the survey, oe A. 
Langley, “Contrary to popular belief, 
farms practising a high yicld system show 
feed costs per gallon which are in no way 
excessive when compared with average 
standards.” 

On actual feed costs, Mr. Langley 
pointed out that grass was the cheapest 
source of Starch Equivalent, followed 
closely by grazed kale, barley and grass 
silage. But he suggested that the cost per 
unit of S.E. Sean dine tba Sones ae bo 
considered in the economics of feeding 
dairy cattle. 


Maize and Kale 


When the farm was a small one, i.e., 
when land was likely to be the limiting 
factor, yield per acre of S.E. was very 
important. Fodder maize and kale were 
two crops capable of giving very heavy 
yields per acre of nutrients at a reasonable 
unit cost, according to the survey. 

Bulk-fed herds were not well repre- 
sented and returns from this system on 
the farms sampled were poor. The 
author points out that margin per gallon 
(high with bulk-fed cattle) is only half the 
story. Total profit depends on profit per 
gallon multiplied by the gallons sold. 

Looking ahead, Mr. Langley wrote that 
“While there is room for argument about 
how much milk should be produced in 
this country there can be no doubt that 
efforts to improve feeding efficiency and 
reduce unit costs are steps in the right 
direction.”

WE OUGHT TO 
BE MAKING 
£30 PER ACRE 


HE farmer should be making £30 
an acre to have parity with in- 
dustry. This view was given by Mr. 
. A. Dunn, Nottingham accountant, 
director of several companies and, until 
recently, the owner of a farm in North 
Wales. He was speaking to a meeting of 
the Notts branch of the Institute of Corn 
& Agricultural Merchants at Southwell. 

His calculations went like this: “If a 
city financier wants to buy John Bloggs & 
Co., he looks for 20 per cent on his money. 
From that he will hope to pay dividends 
of 10 per cent and will plough back the 
other 10 per cent ”—ploughing back being 
a sound axiom of business. 

“The farmer with land worth £100 an 
acre—and that is nothing to-day—will 
have an additional investment of £50 an 
acre at least in stock and equipment. Total 
—— £150. Interest at 20 per cent 

“From that the farmer should plough 
back £15 an acre and have the other £15 
for his own remuneration.” 

Yet farmers were making nothing like 
even £12 per acre, even before they took 
their own reward. And that applied to 
big farms as well as small. 

Half the farmers in Britain were making 
less than £600 per year—less than the 
average tractor driver—and that after pro- 
viding all the stock and machines. 

A farmer with 500 acres worth £150 per 
acre would be a “very big noise indeed in 
the city.” There his Bentley would not 
be noticed; in the country it was con- 
spicuous.

“Hands Off Proficiency 
Tests,” says County 


National Plan for Independent 
Committee Opposed 


PPOSITION, led by Notts Federation of Young Farmers’ 
Clubs, is building up against a resolution by the National 
Federation council—down for the annual meeting in 

London on May 18—that the National Proficiency Tests Com- 
mittee for Farm Crafts be independent of the movement. 
Federation maintains, however, that the committee will stay 
under the control of the Y.F.C.s, by numbers alone. 


What the Notts Federation fears is that, 
because the committee will have powers of 
determining its membership, the balance of 
power could well sway from the Y F.C.s 
to outside organizations. 

But the National Federation points out 
that the committee’s composition—I1I5 
representatives from the Federation and 
only six from other of ations—will 
almost certainly mean a continued Y.F.C. 
monopoly. 


The Notts county executive has pro- 
posed an amendment to the council 
resolution—* That the National Federa- 
tion of Y.F.C.s retain control of pro- 
ficiency tests and become an examining 
body.” 


That Resolution 


The council resolution which has 
sparked off this protest reads: 

“The council shall also appoint a 
National Proficiency Tests Committee for 
Farm Crafts which shall have sole power 
to decide on matters relating to such Pro- 
ficiency Tests. committee shall 
receive and take note of recommendations

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Free Competition and 
Public Support Don’t Mix 


ITH no control over output, the Milk Pool price system is wrong and 


must be altered. 


It has worked well enough in the past, but we are 


now in the situation where, if one producer (or section of producers) 
adds more milk, it must be sold for manufacture at a loss; and this lowers the 
price for his neighbours. This would not matter so much if all were of equal 


size. 
producer. 

Suppose, for simplicity, that one man 
sends 20 gallons and another sends 200, 
and, as they are nicely filling their share 
of the liquid market, they get 3s per 
gallon, What happens if the big man, to 
his credit, doubles production? We shall 
have 220 gallons at 3s, 200 gallons at 
ls 6d, an average of about 2s 34d. 


The big man has handicapped his 
neighbour by 84d a gallon. 


Reverse the situation, Suppose the 
small man with equal efficiency doubles 
his production, We shall have 220 gallons 
at 3s, 20 gallons at 1s 6d. The big man’s 
price will scarcely be affected. 

This is competition (reputedly fair!) 
remember. If you can handicap your 
competitor it is to your benefit. The 
big man can savagely slash the small 
one’s prices, while he (the small) can 
scarcely make an impression. 

Economic winds blow and the cry is 
for help. This is given, say 3d per gallon. 
The big man (who needs none!) gets 200 
x 3d, the small, fighting for his life, gets 
20 x 3d. 

Is this fair competition? Obviously not. 
The big man, with some contempt for. his 
backward neighbours, steadily increases 
his output, the small tightens his belt 
and strives to increase his own flow. As 
more. and more milk has to go. in for 
manufacture so their prices suffer. 

Their head is. expected. to go to 
negotiate for more support. Of course, he

The 
way is simple and clear—a sliding scale 
system of prices which at least ensures 
that public money goes where it is in- 
tended but which we can hope will put an 
instrument in the hands of the Marketing 
Board to be used with finesse, to divert 
and support the efforts of our best and 
ablest men towards competition in the 
manufacturing market. There is no 
injustice in this. It does not penalize real 
efficiency.

A SILAGE sandwich (April 18, p. 103), 
incorporating wet ers’ grains 
ensiled in layers with grass is an excellent 
idea that will improve the milking quali- 
ties of the silage. This method has beer 
successfuly tried in the Midlands for a 
number of years; also I know farmers who 
sandwich layers of wet grains with malt 
culms and wet or dried beet pulp. 

But the vast majority of wet grains are 
ensiled on their own without even the 
addition of salt; grain pits, concrete or 
wire silos, and even loose boxes being 
used. I would like to ask Mr. Knight 
what he means _— he a “ some 
Wastage must accept this 
method, ef 

In my experience, farmers in this area 
consider it unusual if they haye a barrow- 
full of waste out of a large silo and usu- 
ally have no bad grains at all if they have 
done the job , 

There are three golden rules to foliow 
when ensiling wet grains: 


Good drainage (unless malt culms or 
a similar material is incorporated to 
absorb the excess moisture). Con- 
solidation by treading. Sealing the silo 
when full with manure, lime or earth 
to make an air-tight and rain-proof seal. 
If these rules are followed, wet grains 
will be preserved indefinitely. I know of 
a case when the grains were perfect, 
having been ensiled two years previously.

Quotas Protect the Innocent 
Or Subsidize Sloth

S HOULD one pity or just sympathize with John Cherrington as he gropes 


the “ divertissement ” of his many friends? When, as appears to be the case 
with barley, overproduction costs him cash, J. C., like the rest of us, yelps. Quotas 
if we are to believe him, are the direct cause of low prices; so, with the laudable 
intention of bringing home the disastrous effect of this, what is his reaction to a 


barley quota? 

“Quotas” apart from savouring of 
totalitarianism can only be used to pro- 
tect the innocent or subsidize sloth. I 


sincerely acquit J. C. of any desire to | 


achieve the latter, but that is the logical 
effect of some of his notions. 


Production quotas which protect the 
innocent are short-time cycle 
operations which can involve serious 
financial loss through ignorance. When, 
however, the production time cycle runs 
into four years as is the case with milk, 
yet can be stopped completely in four 
minutes, the risks are clarified in all 
their stark realism, 

Why—with all the “milk flood” pub- 
licity—dairy farmers should need to have 
the damaging financial effect of having 
too much milk brought home to them, 
completely defeats me: it’s brought home 
to them monthly. 

By the payment for milk on a quality 
basis overproduction could be largely 
controlled by penalizing the lower quality

Salvation of the Small Producer 


ONGRATULATIONS on the article 

talking sense about quotas for milk 
(April 25, p. 66). The type of scheme 
suggested could be the salvation of the 
small producer. It could also keep the 
monopolist and exploiter out of dairy 
farming. 

This would be especially the case if the 
scheme were simplified. Let the producer 
be the unit irrespective of acreage, cows, 
or farms. Let the monthly quota be high, 
so that many quotas would be unfilled 
(and there would be considerably less 
temptation to move milk illegally between 
producers). : 

The consequences would be a big price 


difference between quota and non-quota 
milk—but one which would be reduced 
by the extent to which smaller dairies 
failed to fill their quotas. 

Thus most producers could continue to 
expand their production. New men 
could enter easily. The only people who 
would suffer would be those who could 
best afford to, especially as these very 
people have derived an enormous advan- 
tage from the Budget in surtax relief, or 
have avoided tax for many years through 
the limited company device,

Not Good Political Tactics 


| > DO not wish to comment on your Political Correspondent’s remarks (April 


25, p. 60) about my pamphlet “ British Agriculture and Europe” 


except to 


say that I know of no independent economist who has made any study of 
the subject who. believes that the consequences for British agriculture of mem- 
bership of the Common Market would necessarily be as catastrophic as the 


N.F.U. suggest. 


The Director of the Institute of International Affairs, for 


example, has opposed British membership on political grounds but has agreed 
that satisfactory arrangements could be negouated to. protect our agriculture. 


But agriculture i is only one factor in the 
situation. Most students of politics 
now agree that Britain has. made serious 
mistakes in her post-war policy by ee 
estimating the strength and importance of 
the movement for European unity. 

Even the Government has admitted that 
we made a mistake in refusing to consider 
joining the European Coal and Steel Com- 
munity and, to quote from the Financial 
Times survey “ The Six and the Seven”, 
“It has been clear for some considerable 
time that the withdrawal of the British 
representatives (from the Common Mar- 
ket discussions in 1955) was a basic error.” 


Publicly in Favour 

In recent years an increasing number of 
eminent and responsible people—one of 
the latest being the distinguished diplomat 
Lord Gladwyn—have come out publicly 
in favour of British membership of the 
Common Market. 

Until recently, the Six would have 
welcomed British participation in some 
looser association, but now that they 
have been forced to go ahead by them- 
selves they are not prepared to accept a 
passenger who is unwilling to pay the 
full fare. 

The Government has to bear in mind

may lead to the bruising of the soles or to 
a Strain of the XY ligaments connecting 
the claws.. In. the latter case, pain is 
evinced when the claws are pulled apart, 
and the claws should be pared back into 
per shape and together with 
sulating tape or one of the plastic self- 
sticking ribbons. In any case, there should 
be no over-lapping of the toes, and no 
turning in of the wall of the claw over 
the sole, thus penning up dirt, etc., and 
bruising the sole. In all cases of lame- 
ness, the feet should always be investi- 
gated first of all.—Vet. 


SWEET REST 


Ts it possible to feed calves for several 

days on glucose and water?—R. R. 
Yes, calves could be kept on glucose and 
boiled water only for several days, and it 
may be given’to them ad lib. One or two 
pints of water in which 1-20z glucose 
(dextrose) has been put, is a_ useful 
amount to be offered several times a day. 
In cases of scouring, water must not be 
stinted or the system may become dehyd- 
rated with disastrous results. The dose 
of dextrose does not matter provided that 
it is big enough.—Vet. 


ONCE BITTEN 

My dog has died of jaundice. Could this 
have been the result of her being bitten 
by a rat about two weeks before she 
developed the trouble?—P. K. 

Rats are common carriers of the organ- 

isms that cause the malignant type of 

jaundice which caused the death of your 

dog, and also of a less lethal germ. Both 

types of the disease may now be vaccin- 

ated against as your veterinary surgeon 

will tell you.—Vet.

You might manage. to make 
use of these surplus potatoes by feeding 
them to fairly large pigs, say those from 
about 160lb live weight onwards..

LIQUID PROTEIN 


If I use skim milk for turkey poults what 
strength formalin should I use to pre- 
vent souring?—F. W. (Lancs). 

Skim milk can be used for the turkey 

poults, preferably as a supplement to the 
normal diet until after they are 16-18 

weeks of age, when it can be regarded as 
the sole source of protein. Use the same 
formalin quantity to prevent souring as is 
used in pigs, i.e., 1 gallon to 1,000 gallons. 
In very hot weather 14 —- of formalin 
may be necessary.—H. R. C 


SET FOR GOSLINGS 


Can you advise me on the keeping of a 
couple of Chinese geese and also a 
gander?—F. K. (Leics). 

Chinese geese make good table birds but 

their dark flesh tends to make them un- 

popular, and it is usual to cross Chinese 
geese with a Roman gander, or vice versa, 
to offset this. The breed is prolific and 
with good feeding and management you 
could get 90 or more eggs per goose in a 
year. Feed on a breeder’s pellet (morning) 
and grain (afternoon) diet. Although the 
geese will go broody, they should not be 
allowed to sit and the eggs should be 
put under broody hens to hatch. In- 
cubators can be used but are less satis- 
factory; if used they produce the best 
results if the eggs are only artificially in- 
cubated for 10 days, then the eggs tested 
and the fertile ones moved to sitting 
broody hens.—H. R. C. K

HARD FACTS 


Between us, my brother and I have about 
£800 and 12 years experience. What 
are our chances of buying and starting 
a 5Q-acre holding to carry, say, 200 
poultry, 6 pigs, 6 cows and some cash 
crops?—W’. B, (Notts). 

Not rosy, I am afraid. A reasonable 
farm of 50 acres will cost at least £5,000 
to buy and probably nearer £7,000. 
Specialization on such a farm is essential. 
A few cows, pigs and poultry and some 
cash crops just is not sound business. You 
must think in terms of 25-30 cows ‘on 50 
acres and, if pigs or poultry are intro- 
duced, then they must be economic-sized 
units, e.g., 1,000 layers or 20 sows mini- 
mum, Worth-while cash crops demand 
high labour and machinery costs. Work- 
ing capital must be in the region of 

£4,000-£5,000, giving a total capital re- 
quirement of about £10,000-£11,000.

Usually, a field is occupied by chickens 
for only three months of the year. Grass 
in the large pens in which breeders are 
run is cut for silage and later, when the 
pens have been moved, it is grazed by 
cattle. 
Mr. White’s hatchery, situated three 
miles from the farm, now has a capacity 
of 65,000 eggs and is kept busy producing 
commercial laying stock for almost nine 
months of the year. 


Breeding Plans 

Pure replacement stock is bred from 
two- and three-year-old hens and all 
cockerels come from individually bred 
hens which have laid a minimum of 250 
eggs in their pullet year, particular atten- 
tion being paid to the six winter months’ 
production. 

At present 100 pullets are trapnested 
annuaily, but plans have already been 
made to mcrease this number to 800-1,000. 
Considerable expansion is also to take 
place in the testing of different strains and 
crosses. 

Mr. White has evolved his own special 
broiler cross. This has proved its worth 
not only in customers’ hands but also at

bird. Of similar construction, both have 
span roofs clad in corrugated aluminium 
with a still-air gap of Sin between it and 
the lining. This consists of plasterboard 
with aluminium foil on the upper side to 
reflect heat and cold and a plastic facing 
below for ease of cleaning. Walls, of 
timber, are insulated with flexible asbestos 
sheeting, forming a still-air gap. 

Ventilation is by hopper windows and 
baffled inlets along the sides and two 18in 
automatically controlled fans in the roof. 

The first house, 60ft by 40ft, is divided 
into four compartments, each 30ft by 20ft. 
These share the central droppings pit 
running down the length of the build- 
ing, which takes four breeding flocks, each 
of 200 pullets plus 16-18 cockerels. 

The second house, 6ft longer than the 
first and 10ft wider, has a 6ft service pas- 
sage across the centre with two compart- 
ments, each holding 250 pullets plus 20 
cockerels, on either side.

- be fattened in large units, 
it is difficult to foresee 
the end of the small 
batches on general farms. 
The first essential is 

healthy stock and an eye for the market. 
There is a very limited market for huge 
overfat birds. 

Expensive equipment is mot necessary 
for turkey rearing. The first essential is 
a small hut on runners that is completely 
vermin proof. A movable run, with the 
hut, is best constructed in two halves. 
One section should have a sainproof top, 
and the outer half be covered only with 
wire netting, 


Plenty of Room 

An alternative method of rearing is to 
keep the poults in a static brooder until a 
month old and transfer them to hay boxes 
for a further month. Whatever method is 
used, allow the youngsters plenty of room 
and reduce the brooder temperature as 
soon as possible. 

Special fold units can be used for large 
turkeys on grass. But a movable house 
and free range is equally satisfactory. Ex- 
tensive systems are most suitable for birds 
to be killed at the end of the summer, 
after a short period on the stubble. 

A very successful way of carrying on 
strong growers to Christmas is in a straw 
yard. Don’t stint the straw and always 
keep the birds on top of fresh bedding. 

Yards covered or open should have 
ample perches installed, — preferably 
scattered to discourage fighting. 

Skill in feeding is still necessary and on 


the general farm it is possible to make 
some economies. The first few days are 
the most important and many poults are 
extremely reiuctant to start feeding. They 
will starve to death without ever filling 
their crops. 

Whilst most starter mashes contain 
brightly coloured ingredients to attract the 
baby turkey’s attention, I still swear by 
two old-fashioned starting foods, 

Chop up-a few nettle heads and hard- 
boiled egg. Rubbed-into the first mash 
they make an ideal attraction. 

Apart from such appetisers, the food of 
a young turkey up to the stage of “ shoot- 
ing the red” should consist entirely of a 
high-protein mash. From then onwards, 
the protein can be reduced and bulkier, 
cheaper foods introduced. Grain is greatly 
relished, as are cooked stockfeed potatoes. 
My birds like fodder beet. 


Mobile Range 


Birds off good healthy stock, kept under 
good conditions, seldom suffer from 
disease. ‘There are now many effective 
preventatives and remedies against black- 
head. Where a mobile ranging system is 
adopted, it is merely necessary to keep 
on hand a bottle of the curative pills for 
immediate use in any case of a bird going 
off its feed, moping with drooping wings, 
and producing yellow droppings. 

Under more intensive systems, particu- 
larly on ground where the disease has 
occurred previously, it may be wise to 
dose regularly with the preventive drug 
as a routine measure. 

Rearing turkeys is not a hazardous pro- 
position and on the general farm it is 
perhaps possible to do the job for a few 
pence a pound less than elsewhere,

Mrs. J. K. Knowles 
wife of the General 








INIFRED KNOWLES, better 
known as “Wink,” has many 
friends both in the United King- 

dom and abroad. She finds them 
wherever she goes, for her liking for and 
interest in people is very genuine. By 
nature she is cheerful, sympathetic and 
self-effacing, but when Mr. Knowles be- 
came President of the National Farmers’ 
Union in 1944 she had to face a fair 
amount of limelight. 

This, she admits, required a big effort. 
Now, after 16 years with her husband as 
general secretary of the N.F.U., she has 
managed to overcome much of her shy- 
ness. Her liking for people has helped a 
great deal.

Mr. and Mrs. Knowles and their son, 
Michael, aged 23 and training to be an 
architect, have lived in Rickmansworth, 
Hertfordshire, since 1945, in a pleasant, 
spacious house with a large garden. It is 
an extremely happy household and all 
three have a keen sense of humour. 

Mrs. Knowles says that when Michael 
and his father “ gang up” she has to keep 
her wits about her—but she can take it. 

Her way of living has been very dif- 
ferent for the past 16 years, for she was 
born in the country, in Shropshire, be-

came a farmer’s wife when she married 
Mr. Knowles in 1928, and is still very 
much the countrywoman. Her parents 
moved to Staffordshire when she was two; 
her father was an estate agent, and a noted 
Friesian judge, and all her young years 
were spent in the country. 

Encouraged by their father, a keen 
horseman, she and her two sisters spent 
most of their spare time on ponies and 
sometimes used them as transport for 
school instead of driving in the trap. 

Mrs. Knowles’ interest in horses has 
never faded, and she will often be found, 
with her husband, watching the evening 
show jumping from the Royal Show grand- 
stand.

From 1928 until 1945 they farmed in 
Derbyshire.

Knowles found plenty to do, for she dealt 
with the poultry, laying birds and table 
birds, the latter for the London market. 
She helped with the pasteurization of the 
milk on the farm and often took the milk 
in to the retail shop. 

With the scarcity of labour on the farm 
during the war years there was even more 
to do. Then for the last year or two before 
they gave up the farm and moved to Rick- 
mansworth she had to become her hus-

band’s farm manager as so much of Mr. 
Knowles’ time had to be spent in London. 

She very definitely regrets having to 
leave farm life, but is more than compen- 
sated by her pride in her husband’s work 
for the N.F.U. Now when she visits 
farming friends they all know that she is 
more than ready for a walk among their 
stock and crops, 

Mr. Knowles is such a hard worker 
that it is an occasion in the family when 
he is home in time for a week-day evening 
meal with them—so Mrs. Knowles has 
nothing to learn about keeping food hot 
for an indefinite period. It is also an 
occasion if they get through half a day at 
the week-end without “shop” telephone 
calls!

A fishing holiday in Ireland every 
summer is the Knowles family’s idea of the 
perfect holiday—a complete change for 
them all—and they have achieved this for 
a number of years. 

Mrs. Knowles thoroughly enjoys visits 
to other countries, particularly if the visits 
are linked with farming.
